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The Cominform has reportedly decided to set up a powerful Iron Curtain 
radio station 1 in Tirana designed to emit propaganda aimed at the T3&5.1 e 
East and Africa, Italy and France. Transmissions will be directed 
primarily against U. S. poDicy in Hestern countries; experimental broad- 
casts are expected to begin in December, with regular programs starting 
in January 1952. 


2„ To facilitate reception in north-east Africa, source reported that the 
radio station in Vlone was already being reactivated, and that experi- 
mental stations were already broadcasting; according to source, these
